Inevitably, there must come a time to every thought 
ful person when he must answer tor himself the question 
of whether it is worth while to Iry to resist the tide of the 
times and to talk his neighbors and friends into bucking 
that tide.

Hut 
twenty years of hate-hymns have diminished mankind’s 
faith in that principle to the vanishing point. W here does 
the "love thy neighbor" concept fit into our national for­ 
eign policies, or into the social-revolution doctrines being 
taught so industriously out of Washington and through 
the self-styled "enlightened" publications of our big cities? 
How long does the "love thy neighbor" philosophy 
stand up, for instance, in these recurrent labor situations 
(such as the pfesent deadlock of the labor bosses with the 
Federal wage-price eifforcers) where the unspoken threat 
of the union czars is that of a devastating national strike? 
"W aste not, want not.** So said Poor Richard. I Ie 
and a host of others, from King Solomon down, have 
preached the urgency of thrill — of living on less than 
you earn. Aesop told the story of the grasshopper and 
the ant. 
But thrift has become not merely socially unpopular, 
but economically fallacious. W hen the policies of govern­ 
ment are such as to steadily diminish the value of money, 
of what purpose is it to save money? Inflation’s deadliest 
effect is to destroy thrift to and stimulate improvidence.
